This kit supports the use of a high current self-exciting 1-wire alternator or other style internally regulated alternators. An adapter may be necessary in some 
applications. The use of a stock, low amperage alternator is seriously discouraged as they cannot handle the higher current requirements of updated ignition 
Systems, electric fans, aftermarket A/C systems, stereo systems, air ride suspensions, and other power hungry accessories and will ultimately create performance 
issues with the system. 


This kit WILL NOT support the use of a factory ammeter. А!! AAW kits are engineered to supply the optimum charge to the battery. To achieve this performance, 
we route our 6ga. charge wire directly from the alternator output charge terminal to the starter battery termial. Due to the path of the charge being altered from the 
stock configuration, the gauge can no longer see a charge vs. a discharge, so it will not work properly. When ammeters were originally used, most generator or 
alternator current outputs were rated at a maximum of about 25-60 amps. Modified cars being built today typically utilize a 100 amp or higher output alternator. 
With these higher current units, ammeters, generally speaking, become a safety hazard. Ammeters are usually wired in parallel to the charging circuit, are 
typically unfused, and can short very easily causing a fire. A voltmeter is recommended as a good alternative. 


This kit IS NOT set up with a resistance wire for a standard, points type ignition system. It is wired with a full 12 volt primary ignition feed that is hot in the run 
position.

Assembling the (2) Megafuse assemblies 


NOTE: Find a suitable place, as close to the battery power source as possible, under the 
hood of the your vehicle to mount the completed Megafuse assemblies.

NOTE: Make sure that your battery is disconnected! You will need to install the preassembled Megafuses from page 2 in your 
vehicle to start this part of the installation.
